This  form  was  discovered  in  1866  by  a nurseryman  named  John  Wilcox,  living  near  Omro,  Wisconsin. 
Described  by  Prof.  Sargent  as  an  exceptionally  beautiful  and  desirable  Fir,  having  unusually  long  needles 
and  retaining  its  lower  branches  with  tenacity.  Cones  larger  than  the  common  form.

Abies  Tsuga  Canadensis  (Hemlock) 

The  value  of  our  strain  of  Hemlocks  is  based  on  seed  selection  from  most  northern  sources  only,  in- 
suring hardiness  and  free  graceful  upright  growth.  In  the  past,  European  grown  plants  were  mainly 
propagated  from  southern  collected  seed  (from  the  Carolinas,  Tennessee,  etc.),  because  the  seed  was  cheap 
and  easily  obtainable.  In  addition  to  producing  a rather  inferior  type  of  tree,  when  brought  to  colder  cli- 
mates, it  always  winter  scalded,  turned  a ragged  brown,  or  killed  outright.  Our  Hemlocks  are  warranted 
the  genuine  Northern  strain,  and  will  be  found  superior  to  other  offerings  on  the  market.

Long-lived,  growing  60  to  80  feet  high, 
thriving  well  under  all  conditions.

Abies  Douglassi  (Douglas  Fir) 

Our  plants  are  the  type  from  Northern  Colorado,  the  seed  being  collected  in  deep  gorges  of  high  alti- 
tudes where  the  blue  and  silvery  foliage  is  characteristic,  being  compact  and  symmetrical  in  growth,  with 
rather  short  needles,  in  contrast  to  Southern  Colorado  and  New  Mexico  type  which  are  of  doubtful  hardi- 
ness, irregular  and  open  growing.  This  tree  was  originally  discoveed  by  Archibald  Menzies,  1792,  and  re- 
discovered by  David  Douglas,  the  eminent  Scotch  explorer  in  1827  and  introduced  by  him  in  the  following 

year.  It  was  shortly  after  named  for  him  to  commemorate  his  memory.  A 4 * 1 " —

Found  entirely  satisfac- 
tory north  of  St.  Louis  and  Philadelphia.

Resembles  Picea  Alba  more  than  it  does  its 
near  neighbor  Picea  Pungens,  being  of  finer  foliage  and  not  such  stiff  branches  as  the  latter.  It  is  one 
of  the  few  Conifers  that  will  stand  the  severe  cold  of  St.  Petersburg,  Russia,  but  on  our  Western  prairies 
it  soon  loses  its  lower  branches,  as  it  seems  to  be  unable  to  withstand  the  hot  and  drying  winds  of  that 
section  in  late  summer  and  early  autumn.  In  the  Eastern  states,  however,  it  does  not  have  this  fault,  as 
the  cooler  and  more  humid  air  seems  to  agree  with  it  better.

Our  careful  experi- 
ments and  close  study  of  this  situation  for  many  years  has  proven  conclusively  that  seed  from 
French  and  German  sources  are  unreliable  for  U.  S.  A.  conditions.  The  French  and  German  seed 
is  easily  obtainable  and  low  in  price,  usually  from  75c  to  $1.00  per  pound,  but  the  really  superior 
type  of  Norway  Spruce  exactly  suited  to  U.  S.  A.  conditions  come  from  high  elevations  in  the  Swiss 
Alps  and  is  always  scarce  and  high  in  price,  usually  costing  from  $4.00  to  $6.00  per  pound.  The 
exclusive  use  of  this  seed  by  us  insures  a really  superior  type  of  Norway  Spruce  exactly  suited  to

Range 
from  N.  Carolina  to  Canada  along  the  Alleghany  Mountains.  Handsome  tree,  but  requires  cool  and  moist 
situation,  and  is  less  drought  enduring  than  most  others.

Pinus  Austriaca  (Austrian  Pine) 

Is  sometimes  called  Black  Pine.  Has  rich  glossy  dark  green  foliage.  Well  adapted  for  planting  in 
Cities,  as  it  is  highly  resistant  to  smoke.  Its  native  home  is  in  the  lower  provinces  of  Austria  and  also  the 
northern  half  of  the  Balkan  Peninsula.  A fast  growing,  dense  tree  of  wonderful  adaptability.  For  years 
we  have  secured  our  seeds  from  original  sources  in  Austria,  but  since  the  war  are  now  using  carefully 
selected  home  grown  seed  which  has  proven  as  satisfactory  or  even  more  so  than  the  imported  seed.  It  is 
a sparse  tap-rooted  Pine,  but  transplants  quite  satisfactorily  if  moved  late  in  the  Fall  or  early  Spring.
